DIRIGIBLE EXPECTED TO LEAVE 
ENGLAND AT END 
OF THIS WEEK 

WINNIPEG—People in the Prairie 
Provinces, thnough the Canadian 
Nationa; and associated stations, will 
have an opportunity to hsten-in to 
the broadcast of the arrival of the 
R-100 giant British dirigible, at St. 
Hubert airport, near Montreal, which 
it is expected will take place towards 
the latter part of this month, accord- 
ing to the announcement made by A. 
E, Weir, Director of Radio for the 
Canadian National System, who has 
change of the arrangements in hand 
at the request of the British Air Min- 
istry. 

When the R-100 crosses the Atlan- 
tic Ocean, and comes within reach 
of Canadian broadcasting stations, 
her story will begin. As she approach 
es St. Hubert airport, near Montreal 
where a huge mooring mast has been | 
erected for her reception the tale of 
her progress will be told by two Gov 
ermment anouncers stationed in the 
top chamber of the mooring mast. 
Their voices will, be carried over to 
Montreal where from a special switch 
board of the Bell Telephone Company 
they will be relaycd to the radio | 
broadcasting stations throughout Can | 
ada. The carrier current wires of the 
Canadian Naltionay Telegraphs will 
carry the graphic story into twenty 
cities, stretching from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific coast, where Canadian Na 
tional and associated radio stations 


will spread the message to the mill- 
icns of listeners vitally interested in 
the success of the trip but unable to 
join the many thousands who will be 
at St. Hubert airport to greet the 
monster dirigtble. 

When plans for the visit of the 
R-100 were made, the British Air 
Ministry asked E. A. Weir, Director 
of Canadian National Railways radio 
to arrange for a nation-wide broad- 
cast, as it was considered that the 
Canadian National radio orgnization 
was the only one in the Dominion, 
with its chain of owned and associat 
ed stations, capable of arranging 
such a project. The plans, were, there

PLANT GOOD SEEDS PROPERLY 


The amateur gardener who remem- 
bers these four words will avoid 
many of the pitfalls into which begin 
ners are hikely to fall. 

There is no more prolific source of 
failure among amateurs than hasty, 
careless or improper sowing of the 
seed. A dry seed may retain its vit- 
ality for years, but after germination 
has commenced a check of a day or 
two in the process may prove fatal. 
There is no time in the life of a plant 
when it is so suspectible of injury 
from too much or too little heat and 
moisture as at the peiriod between the 
commencement of germination and 
the formation of the first true leaves 

Enthusiastic gardenérs are choos- 
ing the proper seed from the store a- 
round the corner. But when they 
plant this seed they should be sure 
il has a constant and proper degree 
of moisture, a proper degree of heat 
that it is covered with the proper 
thickness of earth and that the soil 
is such that the young#stem can pen- 
etrate it and the young roots find 


food. 
The soil should always be moist, 
never wet. To secure this cover the 


seed as soon as it is planted with well 
pulverized, freshly prepared earth, 
pressing it firmily over the seed. A 
smail board may be placed upon the 
row and walked upon, or the back 
ot the hoe used—ti—the directions 
should be followed in some way, if 
you start your seedings properly.

THAN IN SPRING, 1929 


OTTAWA—The cost of living in 
ea based on the retail prices of 
| fooa, fuey rent clothing and sund- 
ries, was lower in April than in any 
of the. past six months, although 
prices remained slightly higher than 
in the spring of 1929. The Dominion 
bureau of statistics’ index prices for 
Apri; show a reduction of nearly 2 
per cent since the first of the year. 

The price of clothing, according to 
tnis index, is lower today than in any 
time since 1919, but this reduction 
bas been offset by the fact that rents 
are now higher than at any other 
time on record. The index for 46 food 
items was, however, lower than for 
any month since September, and the 
cost of feul lower than in amy month 
since November, was also lower than 
:n April last year.

HARMONIZING THE HOME

your curtiains...... . 

Praise like this keeps crowsfect 
from the corners of a woman's eyes 
and worry lines from her _ brow. 
Praise like this repays a thousand 
times for any effort and expense ne- 
cessary to make a new home beauti- 
ful or to beautify an old one. 

At no time in the history of this 
world were homes go beautifuy as 
Oak floors are sel- 
ected to harmonize with woodwork | 
and increase the effectiveness of var 
ious rooms. Bathrooms are resplen- 
dent in colored tile. Bed spreads glist 
en in gold,, blue or green. The dishes 
1on the table are likely to be of spark 
ling jewel-like glass in lovely shades 
of topaz, amber, rose green or azure. 

The pink room of grandmother’s 
time has given place to a room decor 
ated in two or more colors that blend 
harmoniously. Grandmother was con 
tent if her spread her curtains and 


; her carpet blended. Sometimes she 


| was able to secure a little of her fav 
orite color im her furniture. But to- 
dav the entire room must be blended 
beauty. A nondescript floor would 
mar the ensemble. An electric jamp 
with a shade of wrong color would 
spai) the effect. A skilled deggrator 
or woman's intuition, insists ‘that 
éverything must harmonize if perfect 
satisfaction is to be assured. 

Beautiful floors are far more impor 
tant than many suppose. Shabby 
floors easily destroy what might 
otherwise be a very attractive inter 
ior. Then again, a hardwood floor 
such as oak, is not only beautiful but 
sanitary. It contains no ‘cracks in 
which dirt or germs may settle. 

By al) means see that such floors 
are used in your home, or if you are 
not fortunate enough to possess a new 
bome, see that they are placed in 
your old one. Oak flooring may be 
laid over the present floor with as 
good results as may be obtained by 


ing a new one in its place. 

Once this floor has been installed 
the possessor will find it much eas- 
‘er to keep clean than the ordinary 
floor. Water oil, kerosene, turpentine 
soap or other alkaline substances 
shoud never be used as cleaning a- 
gents. The floor has of course been 
waxed, varnished or shellaced. From 
day to day it can be gone over with 
a vacuum cleaner or a broom covered 
with canton flannel, 

If the floor is waxed it should be 
brushed with a weighted brush or 
polisher about once a month. Except 
‘in cases of unusual wear the floor 
will need re-waxing only omce about 
a year. Even this re-waxing is sim- 
pie. Apply a thin coat rub well into 
the wood, allow to dry for an hour 
and then polish thoroughly. Before 
re-waxing the floor scrub it carefully 
on this occasion with turpentine and 
a piece of cheese cloth.

More 
than 80,000 persons find employ- 
ment in Canada in the fishing in- 
dustry. 


The wild rose is now the floral 
emblem of the province of Alberta. 
The provincial parliament has en- 
acted the legislation making this 
flower which grows so profusely 
all over Alberta, the provincial 
symbol. Choice of the emblem 
was put up to the school children 
of Alberta and the wild rose cap- 
tured most votes, with the tiger 
lily next in favor. 


Homestead entries taxen out 
through the Dominion Land Office 
at Edmonton during the month of 
March last broke all records for 
that month with a total of 277 
homesteads and 19 soldier grants 
which compares with 230 home- 
steads in March, 1928, the previous 
record March. 


Contrary to the general impres- 
sion, Canadian investments in the 
United States are greater, per capi- 
ta, than American investments in 
the Dominion. An official state- 
ment just issued shows that the 
average Canadian has $100 irivest- 
ed in the United States and the 
average American about $29 in- 
vested in Canada.
